More Fighting French 


The situation in North Africa is clear- 
ing. Darlan, defying Petain’s orders but 
perhaps carrying out the Marshal’s real 
desire, has proclaimed himself civil ad- 
ministrator of the French colonies. General 
Eisenhower says only that the arrange- 
ment “seems to be working well so far’; 
which is a long way from saying he is put- 
ting unbounded confidence in the Darlan 
conversion, 

More important is the fact that General 
Giraud has been made military leader of 
the French forces and is engaged in build- 
ing up an army of French and _ native 
troops, to be armed by the Allies, and 
which he says will ‘“‘Co-operate with joy 
under the Allied High Command and take 
whatever part in the final offensive that is 
entrusted to us.” 

This is a straight-forward statement 
from a man whose word is not under dis- 
count, Giraud has no obligations to the 
Nazis, who would pay a heavy price for his 
recapture, His pronouncement and what he 
is doing align him with General de Gaulle 
and the Fighting French. He is giving early 
proof of his quality and dependability in 
the resistance that the French forces in 
Tunisia, under his command, are offering 
to the Axis troops hastily thrown into 
Bizerte and Tunis. 

If it had produced no other immediate 
result, the opening of the Algiers-Morocco 
front is worth while because of the show- 
down it brought about in and with Vichy. 

The cabinet of shams has gone, and its 
faithlessness is exposed, Despite censor- 
ship and suppression, there is known to be 
a new spirit of resistance in France. In 
Corsica the Italian invaders have met with 
guerilla opposition. In North Africa, pre- 
tended neutrality and actual hostility have 
given way to alignment with the Allies. 

Frenchmen, as a powerful organized 
force in French territory, are thus to have 
a hand in freeing France and preserving its 
colonial empire. The Vichy governor and 
officials at Dakar must be wondering 
whether they too had not better dissociate 
therhselves from that vanished humbug 
and take their stand alongside their com- 
patriots in Morocco, Algeria and Tunis.

One Handicap Gone 


Captain Lyttleton, Britain’s minister 
of production, states that aircraft produc- 
tion in Britain has “far passed the total 
Axis output.” : 

This very definite statement is as Sur- 
prising as it is heartening. So far as they 
can be pressed into service, the workmen 
and facilities of all the occupied countries 
are building planes for Hitler, while Ger- 
man and Italian factories are working at 
top speed. If the statement includes the 
estimated output of Japanese plants, the 
achievement of the British builders is more 
than remarkable, 

On the Russian front, in North Africa, 
and in the South Pacific, there is gratify- 
ing evidence that the Axis handicap of 
superior air power is a thing of the past. 

The “ceiling” over Rommel's fleecing 
forces has been a ceiling of hostile bombers 
and fighters. The landings in Algieria and 
Morocco were covered by an “umbrella” 
of protecting planes. Dive-bombers have 
been mentioned less frequently of late in 
despatches from Stalingrad. In the Solo- 
mons and New Guinea theatre the ratio 
of plane losses is running almost unbe- 
lievably heavy against the Japanese. 

It was no doubt in view of this mass 
production in Britain that the United 
States’ objective of 60,000 planes this year 
has been deliberately cut down in order 
that bigger and longer range machines can 
be built. Numbers are to be sacrificed for 
carrying capacity and flying radius, That 
would not be done if the Allies were still 
outnumbered in new planes coming off the 
building lines. 

Whatever turn the war may take in any 
theatre, it is obvious that planes are to 
play an increasing part in Allied opera- 
tions, and that long-range bombers are 
counted on to paralyze the enemy far be- 
hind the actual fighting lines. We seem to 
have reached the point now when atten- 
tion can be given to the particular types 
of planes likely to be most effective; in- 
stead of having to build frantically to 
overtake numerical superiority of the en- 
emy output, 

Without undue optimism it may be sup- 
posed that the “corner” in the air war has 
been turned, and that our flying men from 
this on will get more planes and more 
powerful planes than thei opponents.

These are conditions which occur not 
infrequently in Ottawa, Montreal, and 
points in the Maritime provinces. Hardly a 
winter passes without street railway sys- 
tems being paralyzed somewhere in that 
area of lower altitude and moister air, and 
they never get through a winter without 
considerable interference because of 
storms. 

Trains operating into and out of Ed- 
monton were not tied up by the Sunday 
blizzard, nor seriously delayed, though 
such tie-ups are fay from unusual in the 
half of Canada which is supposed to be 
more favored climatically. 

The blockade which resulted was as 
much due to the fact that heavy snowfall 
here is infrequent as to the amount which 
actually fell. The city is not well provided 
with snow-fighting equipment; and the 
equipment it has was not brought into use 
on Sunday, as would have been the case 
where a heavy fall is expected whenever a 
storm sets in. : 

The power scrapers which are used to 
condition the streets in summer could 
have been kept going on Sunday, plowing 
out traffic lanes along the main thorough- 
fares at least. Had blockades been com- 
mon here, and therefore looked for, a fight 
to keep the streets open would likely have 
started Saturday night. Instead, the 
clearing-out operations only started when 
the storm ended—and the streets were im- 
passable, 

What has happened once may happen 
again, November often sets the pattern 
of the winter’s weather. The city council 
should take measures to see that another 
blockade does not result should another 
abnormal snowfall occur. 

And attention having been called to the 
matter, there should be quicker action in 
clearing the sidewalks after falls of ordin- 
ary proportions,

Rome Dined Too Well Too Often 


Heavy Food Consumption, 


Of Ancient Days Short- 
ened Span Of Life 


When {t comes to sitting down 
to the table and piling the food 
away, course after course, three 
and four times a day, our fore- 
bears made us look like underfed 
sissies . 

Neither the ancient Greek nor 
Roman, nor the English crusader 
or French Cavalier or even the 
American colonist could get along 
happily on a modern bill of fare. 

A snack for the ancient Greeks 
and Remans started with 10 dishes 
and a banquet wasn’t considered 
a success unless the participants 
had run through 60 or more 
courses 

The Frenchman, the English- 
man, and the German of the Mid- 
dle Ages wasn't far behind the 
ancients when it came to piling 
the food away, and the American 
colonist kicked if his dinner didn't 


} run to at least 10 courses. 


During the last few years, how- 
ever, modern man _ has steadily 
been cutting down on his food 
consumption, and the idea of table 
orgies has, except in the Far East, 
practically disappeared. 

In China and Tibet, the war not 
withstanding. Orientals still take 
great cGelight in whipping up a 
banquet of 70 courses. Wealthy 
Persians, Indians, and Afghanis- 
tans also like their big dinners. 

Archaeological evidence  indi- 
cates that as far back as 1,000 and 
2,000 B. C. the residents of Meso- 
potamia and Egypt were constant- 
ly going off on big food binges 

Even the Bible takes cognizance 
of the eating ability of the anci- 
ents, One story, for example, tells 
how King Solomon tossed a ban- 
quet at which he ordered served 
30 measures of flour, 60 of meal, 
10 fattened oxen, 20 other oxen, 
100 sheep, and a suitable number 
of harts, roebucks, fallow deer and 
fowl All this was washed down 
with wine and beer, 


Fine Art 


It was the Greeks who first 
raised eating to a fine art, and it 
was the Romans who improved on 


the custom and turned it into a 
virtual ritual. 

When the Romans took over, 
they borrowed from the Greeks, 
the Near East, and wherever else 
they could get an idea. As a result, 
they set the most luxurious tables 
the world has ever seen—before or 
since, 


While the Greeks went in for 
after-dinner and during-dinner 
speeches, the Romans cut this out 
of their routine, and stuck strictly 
to the business of eating. Even 
conversation during meals was 
frowned upon 

The very wealihy had no less 
than five full meals a day. The size 
of a Roman's stomach was an ex- 
cellent barometer of his wealth 
and the length of his belt was a 
good way to judge his credit 

These ancient gourmets went in 
for such delicacies as peacock 
brains, pheasants and nightingales’ 
tongues And when they sat down, 
or rather reclined on a couch, for 
dinner, it was often the beginning 
of an orgy that lasted several days 
Seutonius, for example, casually 
mentions that one of his parties 
lasted a whole day, all night and 
most of the following day, 


Banquet 


According to a contemporary. 
Lucinius Promius, an army con- 
tractor of 67 B. C served the fol- 
lowing dinner to three colleagues: 

Olives, wild honey, fried suck- 
lings, poppy seeds, baked lamb 
chops, damson plums, pomegran- 
ate grains, stewed bird brains, pea- 
fowl eggs, peppers, ram's head pie, 
roast beef, kidneys, lamb frys, Af- 
rican dates, cheese, sea fish, hare 
lobster, goose, mullets, bread, cu- 
cumbers, Syrian and Greek dates, 
drops of frozen Spanish honey, 
endive, jellied apples, pears, sau-

Unless the patient has a doctor 
| test the blood pressure he may not 
| suspect that low blood pressure is 


the cause of his distressing and 
alarming symptons, Some of the 
usual symptoms are: headache, 


“that tired feeling,” inability to con- 
centrate, with perhaps numbness of 
the hands and feet, or trembling or 
nervous fear, After any period of 
strain the patient may notice pains 
through the heart region, through 
the abdomen or in the arms or 
shoulders, Such annoying symptoms 
as dizziness, rapid beating of the 
heart and discomfort after cating, | 
may appear. The one symptom most 
commonly found among low blood 
{pressure patients is an alarming 
fatigue. If you suffer from any of 
these symptoms, it would be a good 
plan to have the pressure tested, 
| to find out if low blood pressure is 
| present in your case. If so, then you 
should begin immediately tod over- | 
}come this condition and you will | 
|find that the symptoms are com- 
pletely relieved once the blood 
| pressure returns to notmal, which 
is from 120 to 130, 

There exists a type of low blood 
pressure, such as that found among 
the Chinese, which is very inter- 
esting. According to our figures, the 
entire Chinese race has low blood 
pressure, with no ‘.arm to health. 
Among adults of the white race, we 
occasionally find cases in which low 

| blood pressure exists for a long 
| period with the patient able to 
maintain a fair state of health, pro- 
|viding he is not placed on any 
strain. However, I believe that even 
in these cases, the patient would 
benefit by a determined effort to
